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A Problem in Equality 

Representative Oren Harris, of Arkam.v, recently 
presented a c!iotif;iufu[ summary of tlie transportation 
situation in tiic United States, Ixforc a sfO\ip of New 
York sliippers. lie brought out the staggering size of 
the overall transtxirt.itiun industry. F-'or example, this 
country has JO,VO(J miles of navif;able inland waterways 
jcrvcd in peacetime by more than 11,000 vd«els. There 
are more than 3,000 niil^ of coastal and intercoastal 
water routes competing with rail and highway users. 

There are 1,502 railroad companies, of which 136 
are Class 1 roads ofvrating 250,000 mites of privately 
owned tr.icks and thousands of terminals, freight depots, 
repair shops, and maintenance facilities. 

There are 1.^00,000 miles of hard surface highways. 
Before the war, there were 2<>,2O0 trucking companies 
and 1,500 motor bus companies operating J,000,000 
vehicles. 

There are 5,000 airports in the United States and 
the Civil Aeronautics Authority lias plans for 3,000 
more. There are nearly 5f,000 miles of lighted airways. 

Such a multiple, gigantic transportation picture has 
its problems. Representative Harris considers the most 
critical the equalizing of competition. He says: "The 
overall cost of our highway system has never Ix-cn ascer- 
tained, but the figure is very large. Add to the three 
and three-quarter billions authorized for Federal aid, the 
state, county, and city funds that have been expended 
on streets and hiijhways, ^nd the figure will run up into 
almost astronomical projiortions . . . Think of the mil- 
lions that have been sjvnt by Federal and local govern- 
ments for air line development and the billions of expen- 
ditures that are in immediate prospect. 

"You will >ee, if you think clearly through these 
staggering figures, what our greatest problem is. W'c 
must make the services provided by private capital con- 
tinue to be available to the users of trans^iortation when 
they must compete with the billions of tax-free, interest- 

frev, government capital in other facilities."

Oppression Raises Its Head 

It has remained for United States District Judge 
Claude .McCollough, of Oregon, to call attention to the 
danger inherent in government by directives rather titan 
by law and courts. His opinion was contained in a 
written decision issuing injunctions in five legal cases 
against meat markets and packing canners to carry out 
the orders issued by the OI'A. 

Judge McCollough |>ointed out that "the equities 
should be open to inquiry in every case," but "the regu- 
lation itself cannot be assailed in this proceeding. Sec- 
tion 204 (d) of the price control act prohibits that. It 
compels the courts to treat a regulation aS valid, even 
though they know it, to be invalid. 

"Assuming, therefore, as Qmgress has commanded, 
that the regulation is valid, must an equity court issue 
an injunction, even though it is clear that future viola- 
tions are bound to occur, regardless of the good faith and 
earnest efforts of the defendants tq avoid violations? In 
other times, I would have thought there could be but one 
answer to this question, but the decisions in this crcuit 
have so completely shorn the district judges of discre- 
tion in OPA cases . . . that mi injunction must issue, 
even though it is known at the time of issuance that non- 
willful violations arc bound to occur. 

"Tliis is a strange situation, previously unknown to 
our law. and it could not arise except for the vise that 
Section 204 (d) puts on the courts, coupled with the 
appellate decisions . . . which take away the discretionary 
powers normally allowable to trial courts. 

"Because i have no choice, 1 vvill therefore issue the 
requested injunctions, expressly re-S.Tving, however, the 
question of their enforceability, for I am yet to be per- 
suaded that an equity court can punish conduct that 
contains no ingredient of evil." 

Among other things. Judge McCollough expressed 
the opinion that this would bo an excellent case "to take 
to the United States Supreme Court to find out whether 
the courts have Wcome more rubber vtanq^s for executive 
action ... It should be plain that the result of this 
pincer is to destroy the judicial character of the courts; 
it makes them mere vassals."

Vacuum cleaners: Vacuum cleaner 
manufacturers have reported trouble 
getting bag cloth, switches, electric 
sheet steel used for laminations in 
motors, and rubber parts including 
belts, gaskets and cord. Neverthless.

pected to be attained by May.

Milk companies have found that 
they can pasteurize milk in a few 
seconds by passing supersonic vibra- 
tions through it. The bacteria are 
slain (beaten to death by vibra- 
tion) in a few seconds as elTeclivcly 
as they ore slain in the conventional 
method of heal pasteurization, 
which takes 30 to 40 minutes. Milk 
can abo be homogenized^ by super- 
sonic vibration, the fat globules are 
broken up and the resultant fluid is 
of a single, uniform consistency.

There are plenty of trees, plenty of 
lumber milU, but very little lumber for 
Home Building. WHY? 

.Here are the simple facts behind the 
lumber shortage — these facts are stop- 
ping Home Building: 

1. Over 50% of our lumber was once 
cut by small mills.

4. The manufacturers of lumber have 
been provided with a hidden prem- 
ium on expoit lumbei'. The OPA 
has made it more profitable to 
produce lumber foi* export to 
foreign countries than to produce 
lumber for home consti'uction'. 

Tliesc arc merely evanipicK from (lie Itimher field 
whieh itidicMte Hie (ype nf OFA .iction (hat is 
blocking the pruihictiim of home btiililing miiteriiils 
in many fields. 

The fact remains (iiat humcs cannot tic built by any 
iiiHiiKtry or Guvcrnmenl agency without materials. 
Homes cannot he built without lumber — whether 
tliat home he .wood frame, brick, concrete, or stone. 

The lumber and buildln;; m.iteriul dealers, and (lie 
contractors of the nation can build all the homes 
needed — ^if they have the materials. Rut the flow 
of materials must be unblocked. Only increased 
jirofluction of buiidinfi materials can solve the so> 
called housinf! problem und the unrealistic pricing 
policy of OPA is the biggest present block to in- 
creased production! 

Any government program that does 
not FIRST remove the obstacles block- 
ing production of materials will simply 
add additional difficulties to the prob- 
lem facing the building industry.
